which the present State Administration 
seems unaccountably unable to make up 
its mind—reportedly is on again. | 
The measure, which was railroaded 
through both houses as the first order of 
business of the opening of the cur- 
rent General Assembly, waned in favor 
rapidly following its passage as financially 
hard-pressed rural counties found that the 
reregistering of all voters entailed not 
only a lot of trouble but also the spend- 
ing of relatively large sums of money. 
Moreover it was soon apparent that 


voters of every faction were antagonized 


by the irksome necessity of having to re- 
establish their qualifications. Even when 
a few counties went to the expensive and 
questionable practice of sending registrars 
on house-to-house canvasses, they were 
received with something short of cordial- 
ity. Meanwhile, those at whose disfran- 
chisement the new law was aimed were 
studiously qualifying themselves and re- 
registering in large numbers. Thus it was 
indicated, to the consternation of its spon- 
sors, that the voter reregistration law was 
actually having the effect of aggravating 
a condition for which it had been pre- 
scribed as a cure. 


Finally, in an apparent administration 
admission of poor political judgment, two

haps indefinitely, the date upon which 
the new voter lists would become effec- 
tive. Many counties naturally promptly 
suspended their expensive reregistration

Now, however, from a presession caucas

stand after all, that new voter lists are 
g@ing to be used in this year’s State and 
county primaries and: general elections. 


That being the case, Georgia counties— 
all of them—must begin immedjately to 
set up adequate reregistration facilities 
and Georgia citizens—all of them—must 
immediately set about the business of re- 
registering.

He Wants To Keep an Even Keel . 


WASHINGTON—The conciliatory tone of President Truman’s State of the Union message to the 
opening session of Congress reflects the prosperous times in which we are living and the general 
contentment of the people. Except for a few omissions, none of them very important, it contained 
about the same set of recommendations he made at the opening session a year ago.’ The chief dif- 
ference was in the manner of his delivery. Even in the most controversial issues he raised again 
he seemed to present them with a softer touch, less designed to bring about recriminations and reproach. 


When Mr. Truman appeared before Congress 
a year ago to deliver his traditional report on 
the State of the Nation, he was fresh from his 
upset victory at‘the polls. There was a note of 
belligerency in his voice, suggesting the quality 
of some of the campaign speeches he had made. 
Demands were made for the Government to take 
positive action along various lines. He lam- 
basted the “special interests” for their shortcom- 
ings and denounced deficiencies in medical care 
of the people and public education as “shocking 
facts.” 


In his latest message the President did 
not appear te be denouncing anyone or any- 
thing. He was more philosophical in his 
treatment of the problems of the day. So 
conciliatory was his attitude, in fact, that 
the Republicans found it difficult to make 
anything more than a strained criticism of 
his remarks. 


Even when he chided the Republicans for 
passing a tax reduction bill over his veto in the 
Eightieth Congress, an act which he blames for 
the present treasury deficit, he did it good- 
naturedly. It was a message that left few

Vapor Trail? 


Editor Constitution: We have noted the 
Dec. 30 and 31 issues of The Constitution re- 
garding the air-borne object which passed over 


the Carolinas the afternoon of Dec. 28. You 
may possibly be interested in this account from 
Wilkes County. 

My son, Maj. Sutton, formerly of the Fifteenth 
Air Force, and I, were hunting in the north- 
western part of the county about eight miles 
from Washington, Ga., on the same afternoon. 
The day was cloudless and very bright. About 
4:15 we noticed a brilliant orange streak a little 
north of west, about the same distance from the 
horizon as the sun, but farther north. It appeared 
to be several miles long and several hundred 
yards wide, slightly curved at the end nearest 
the horizon. We at first took it to be a small 
cloud colored by the setting sun, but noticed 
that it did not change its position, and that it 
pointed East- and West, which is not the usual 
position for a cloud bank. We hunted until after 
5 p. m. and came back to our car shortly after 


sundown. The object was still in the same po- 
— still brightly colored and had not changed 


ape. 

We decided it was a vapor-trail caused by a 
plane flying at very high altitude, but could not 
understand the fact that the trail remained in 
approximately the same position for such a 
length of time. 

We drove to Washington, Ga., reaching home 
just before dark, and the phenomenon was still 
visible, -being gradually hidden by a small 
strata of cloud in the west. The eastern end of 
the object retained the same color until com- 
pletely covered by the cloud. The color, we 
thought, was due solely to the reflection of the 
sun, and were both convinced that whatever type 
of plane made the luminous mark had passed 
sometime before we saw it.

A Sound Plan for City and County 


The. Local Government Commission’s “Plan of Improvement” for Atlanta and 
Fulton County is almost certain to meet opposition in some quarters. Yet it seems 
a sound plan and a reasonable compromise between the views of annexationists, 
one-government advocates and proponents of joint City-County government. Per- 


haps the plan’s greatest strength 


lies in the fact that it embodies at least some of

That individual’s 
earliest medicine consisted of 
sucking his wounds 

Take some other ancient ideas 
man had scorned until just re- 
cently, when once again he be- 
gan to see their truth. 

The early Chinese diagnosed 
disease by checking the patient’s 
pulse. Way ahead of his West- 
ern brothers there, too. For it 
wasn’t till the Seventeenth Cen- 
tury that we discovered, or re- 
discovered, that the blood is 


{pumped around the body with 


rhythmic pulsations of the heart. 

Hippocratus, the ancient 
Greek, first said that being over- 
weight makes for poor health. 
Now our mortality tables prove 
that to be so. Yes, the ancients 
knew their medicine. 


THE AZTECS, those Mexican 
lovers of pyramids and poly- 
gamy, knew how to treat teeth 
cavities. They filled them with 
delicate inlays of turquoise and 
mother-of-pearl! The best we 
can manage these days is a fill- 
ing of plain gold.

For example, farmers in Su- 
matra keep fit by eating an old 
egg once a month. They say the 
older the egg, the better the 
tonic. In some parts of Hun- 
gary, a lump of yellow wax or:a 
nail from a coffin is placed in an 
aching ear. They insist it does 
the trick, too. And in Hydera- 
bad, India, physicians at Unami 
Hospital claim there’s no better 
tonic than a crushed mixture of 
sulphur, honey, gold and pearls. 
Of course, if you can afford $65 
a spoonful for “jawahir muhra,” 
which the doctors call “the best 
medicine for heart disease,” 
they’ll fix some up. It contains 
powdered emeralds, rubies, 
pearls, gold, silver, musk and 
ambergris.

The communication of ideas is free speech in its most 
persuasive form. It is born of the theory that the vitality of 
civil and political institutions depends on free discussién. 


Recently ‘Justice Douglas, of the United States Supreme Court, 
quoted Chief Justice Hughes on such a theory; “The right to speak 
freely and to promote diversity of ideas and programs is one of the 
chief distinctions that sets us apart from totalitarian regimes. 

Justice Douglas added: “A function of free speech under our 
system of government is to invite dispute. Speech is often provoca- 
tive and challenging. It may strike at prejudices and preconceptions 
and have profound unsettling effects as if presses for acceptance of 
an idea. But there is no room for a more restrictive view. The 
alternative would lead to standardization of ideas, either by legis- 
latures, courts or dominant political or community groups. .. .”
